PETITION FOR SAND 

New Association In Field To Protect 
Horses On Slippery Roads. 

A fortnight ago upward* of thirty live 
men from the different improvement asso- 
cUilons, the Board of Selectmen, the 
Citizens' Association, the Board of Trade, 
and the Old Colony Driving cluh, met in 
the town otllce in East Weymouth, for 
the purpose of taking some action in re- 
gard to having sand put on the slippery 
spots on llie stale roads in thi* section, 
thus making conditions less dangerous for 
horses and drivers In wet weather, when 
the highways become so slippery that, 
even i lie sharpest horses have dllllciilty In 
keeping their fee - 

The inemhers of the gathering spoke 
of many ltistancisnf seeing horses fall, 
and ns a result a petition, with several 
hundred names has been presented to the 
state highway commission for considera- 
tion 

A temporary organization was perfected 
at the meet lug with A. 1*. Wort ban, chair- 
man and Burton Wright, secretary. To 
Mr. Wright belongs llie credit of the call- 
ing together of the gathering, as he has 
labored unceasingly to bring about 
changes in the conditions, now prevalent 
on our slate roads 

Several plans of action were taken up 
and discussed at this initial meeting, hut 
no dcilnate action taken anil the gathering 
adjourned until last Friday night in the 
same quarters. 

East F’riilay night furthiir discussion 
was held outlie highway situation and 
also other mutters pertaining to the town 
were taken up and opinions for better- 
ment advanced hy those present. 

On February 10 the new organization 
will meet with the Weymouth Board of 
Trade when detailed plans for action in 
regard to affairs suggested at the last 
meeting will he taken up. 

At the meeting last F’riday night it was 
stated hy Secretary Wright that a hearing 
on the sHiulings of the highways was 
carded for yesterday afternoon before the 
Massachusetts Highway commission.

AX ACT HKI.ATI VK TO KKl’OIMS AND KK- 

ColtDS OK niltTIIS. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. Physicians and midwifes 
shall, within forty-eight hours afier the 
iitrth of every child in cases of which they 
were in charge, mail or deliver to the clerk 
or registrar of the city or town in which 
the birth occurred, a notice stating the 
date and place of the birth, giving the 
street and number, if any, the number of 
a ward in a "ity ami the family name. 
Failure to mail or deliver the s..id notice 
-hall he punished ity « hue not exceeding 
t weuty-tlve dollars for each offence. The 
notice required by this section need not 
be given if the notice required by the fol- 
lowing section is given within forty-eight 
hours after the birth occurs. 

Section 2. Physicians and midwives 
shall make and keep a record of the birth 
of every child in cases of which they are 
in charge ami shall, within llfteen days 
after the birth, mail or deliver to the 
clerk or registrar of the city or town in 
which the birth occurred, a report of the 
birth, stating the date and place, 'he 
name, if any, of the child, its sex and 
color, and the names, ages, places of birth, 
occupations and residence of the parent-, 
giving the street number, if there lie any, 
and the number of tr e ward in a city, the 
maiden name of the mother, and w bother 
or not the physician or midwife signing 
the birth return personally attended the 
j birth. If tlie child is illegitimate, tin. 
name and other facts relating to the father 
shall not be state d except at the n quest 
in writing of both the father and mother 
tiled with the return. The record to he 
kept by the physician or midw ife, as above 
privided, shall also contain tne facts 
. hereby r. quired to lie reported to the city 
or town clerk. The fee of the physician 
; or midwife shall be twenty-live cents for 
every birth so reported, which shall be 
paid by the city or town where t lie report 
is made, upon presentation to the city or

February batched chicks are apt to 
molt tn the fall, and will n< t be worth 
anything for egg production in winter. 

Animals that are sheltered from the 
wet and wind will he comfortable and do 
well with right feeding. Making them 
thus comfortable saves feed and thereto - 
money 

Prune a peach tree so as to keep the sun 
front the body and large limbs as much as 
possible 

If you are rushed each morning to get 
off to school or elsewhere, remember that 
by rising a few minutes earlier this strain 
may he relieved. Such things are fearful 
ou the nervous system. 

Garry a warm blauket with you every 
time you drive away from the farm You 
may Intend to come right home without 
hltchmgrfbut one can never forsee the de- 
lay that may compel you to hitch your 
horse in the open. 

The dossing of Jerseys and Holsteins 
Is not to be recommended ; in fact, the 
crossing of any breeds Is not a good plan. 
The proper way Is to breed cows of mis- 
cellaneous blood (or grades), to a pure- 
bred sire of the breed you prefer and then 
keep a sire of this same breed continu- 
ously. In a short time you have a herd 
of high grades that are highly efficient 
dairy animals 

On his farm, outside of breeding and 
developing some of the best dairy cattle 
In the country, Mr. Lewis has been and is 
doing some very high-class scientific farm- 
ing. He grows heavy crops of corn and 
alfalfa. He grows hogs and horses and 
has a flock of sheep. He says that sheep 
are the best paying animals on his farm 
and that lie has always banked on his 
flock. 

When I go Into the peaceful regions of 
country life and look upon the farmer at 
the plow, or in the garden, or in the forest 
when I see nature springing into bounte- 
ous life In May and yielding bounteous 
harvest in October, 1 then have faith in 
the future. 

The fall hatched chick will be profitable 
only if given an equal chance with the 
spring hatched chick. It should not be 
driven Into the hen-house with the malu 
flock, hut kept in a comfortable coop out- 
doors, given plenty of fresh air and all 
the food it can eat. 

The writer has found the following 
method a very simple and effective one in 
disposing of potato bugs : Mix one-fourth 
puund of parls green with ttve pounds of 
finely powdered air slacked lime and eu 
close in two thicknesses of gunny sack- 
ing. Hold about a foot above the plants 
and rap gently with stick or old iron 
spoou as you pass along the rows. Bette, 
results will he had If the vines are dusted i 
in the morning i 

In scientific farm management is found 
the only explanation of this great differ- 
ence in favor of Europe. To get the besi 
results from the farm, the farmer must 
drain his soil, give proper tillage, vary 
the order of growing of the crops, make 
the most careful use of his barn manures, 
supplement these with suitable fertilizers 
for the crops which he Is growiug, and 
practice careful seed selection. 

Nearly all farms have certain pasture 
lauds which have once been cleared and 
used as cultivated laud. If such laud is 
in good condition, other things being 
equal, it will be all right for orchard use. 
When apples are to be a principal crop, 
tlie best soil is uoue too good, and if good 
pasture laud cauuut be brokeu up for or- 
charding, choose good tillage laud and 
set it apart for the trees. 

The apple tree grows in almost every 
soil In the couutry. It is well, however, 
to avoid a soil which is too moist. Apple 
trees w 111 uot do their best In places which 
are wet, nor w ill apple trees thrive In soils 
w hicb are exceedingly dry. The average 
soil can be used provided it is iu the light 
locatiou and can be rightly cultivated. 

As soon as the snow goes away, and 
the ground cau be worked, make a survey 
of the gardeu to ascertain its physical 
needs. Arc there w alks or paths to ee 
made? Beds to fix up (wbeu raised beds 
are used), trees, bushes and vines to 
prune, and tue rubbish from last season 
cleared away and burned? This latter 
operation should be doue iu the fall, in 
order to kill as many of the eggs and 
cocoons of insects as possible and pre- 


vent their carrying over winter. But If 
It w*4 not done then, do It this spnng. 
and do It well.

1 eup scalded milk. 

1 cup boiling water. 

1 tablespoon lard. 

1 tablespoon butter. 

1£ teaspoons salt. 

1 Yeast Cake dissolved in \ cup 

of luke-warm water. 

6 cups of sifted flour. 

Put butter, lard and salt in bread mixer Pour on boiling 
water. When luke-warm, add the dissolved yeast cake and five 
cups of flour, then stir until thoroughly mixed, using a knife or 
mixing spoon. Add remaining flour, mix and turn on floured 
hoard, leaving a clean howl. Knead until mixture is smooth, 
elastic to touch, and bubbles may he seen under the surface. 
Return it to howl, cover with clean cloth and hoard and let rise 
over night. In the morning, cut down by cutting through and 
turning over dough several limes with a knife. Turn into bread 
pans and let bake forty minutes in a slow oven.

While to learn that u soldier was 
missing left room for a ray of hope, 
tbe Inference was that he had been 
burled or burned ns unknown.

Trelawney had rend ot the tight dur- 
ing which her husband had dtsn|K 
peared. but had not learned that pris- 
oners were tnken on either side Now 
with tbe list of casualties before Her 
sbe knew that there were mo jy chances 
that her husband had been killed 
and bis body bad received no morn 
Individual treatment than a spear of 
wheat cut down. 

A uioutb passed, when one day a 
card was handed to Mrs. Trelnwney 
beating tbe name of Kdgnr Furntss. 
royai navy a young man wna re 
celved breathlessly He told the wjd 
ow tbnt he bad seen her husband deuil 
or dying, that u detachment approach 
ed foi burial purposes and Bed Cross 
workers at the same time. If 'Trelaw- 
ney bad not died be would have beeu 
taken in by the Bed Cross men Hav 
ing destroyed all dope, tbe sailor gave 
tbe widow her husbands dying ines 
sage. Intimating that she should take 
another husband if there was any man 
who would make her nappy 

Trefhwney when tbe burial and tbe 
rescue parties came along was left by 
the latter for dead, and before there 
was time for the former to attend to 
him the truce ended He lay where 
be wna till midnight, when tbe spirit 
of evil again swept tbe Held on which 
he lay under the direction of powerful 
searchlights Tbls time tbe German 
held the Held long enough to take In 
the wounded, nnd Trelawney. whom 
a surgeon pronounced to be still alive, 
was removed to the rear. 

The record ot the next few weeks 
In the officer's case was, except for 
frequent removals, one continuous dull 
life In hospitals, during wblcb ne wu-* 
slowly recovering from hts wound.

ON THE FARM

The best dairy cow la the one that will 
convert the forage raised on ihe farm Into 
the greatest amount of butter fat. 

If the eggs are to be held before silling 
they should be kept at a temperature of 
from 41* to 60 degrees, and should be kepi 
covered so the albumen will not evapo- 
rate. 

With live slock, and the feeding of all 
the crops grown on the farm, and by pnr- 
clin-lng bran and other mill feeds, enough 
manure can be made at home to keep the 
and fertile and stedily increasing In fer- 
tility. 

Where manure is applied to the garden 
in the fall or during the winter, the 
material can be used comparatively fresh, 
especially from tin* cow stable, yet for 
spring fertilization only well-rotted man- 
ure should be used. It is best to use 
uothlng but the well-rolled product at all 
times, If enough can be secured to cover 
all the surface. 

The Ideal home gardeu Is one that pro- 
duces a variety of good crops from very 
early in the spring, all through the sum- 
mer and till after the fijst frosts of fall . 
Several crops, lettuce and peas being ex- 
amples, may be planted early in the spring 
just as soon as frost is out of the ground 

Early spiing, before any outside real 
garden M’ork is begun, Is the time to se- 
lect and order garden seeds. It is best to 
have a full supply on hand before Ihe reg- 
ular gardening season opens. Then the 
first crops may ;be planted without delay 
at the first opportunity when the weather 
becomes mild and the soil dry enough to 
work. 

The best place for the fanner to obtain 
seed corn Is from fields on his own farm, 
or In Ills neighborhood, that Mere planted 
with a variety which has generally proved 
most successful .in that locality. Of 
course, If a community has an experienced 
and honest corn breeder on whom it may 
rely, the seed corn may be obtained from 
him. 

Eajly hatched pullets mature ami begin 
to lay before winter begins. They make 
good winter layers aud are good breeders 
the following spring, while the late 
hatched pullets do not lav before spring, 
and, If If used in the breeding yard, pro- 
duce a low percent of chicks which are 
small aud weak. 

If located near a town it is feasible for 
a farmer to have private customers for 
much of his produce. The large hotels 
and restaurants buy Immense stocks of 
choice poultry aud fine vegetables and 
fruits. Many private families Mill buy 
direct from the faem if they have oppor- 
tunity to do ro, and they pay liberally for 
high grade commodities. 

Very few garden spots have good 
natural drainage for the successful plant- 
ing of very early vegetables. The soil of 
many gardens Is naturally so wet and cold 
that It Is late in the season before any- 
thing can be done with It. What makes 
the soil cold is the, evaporation of large 
quantities of moisture at the surface 
Evaporation of liquids always causes cold. 
The more moisture evaporating on the 
surface of the garden soil, the colder the 
soli Mill be in early spring, and the later 
spring planting will be delayed. 

Where seed is to be sown by hand 
broadcast the surest May to have the 
ground covered evenly for a perfect 
stand is to sum' light'}’ both ways of the 
fl<-ld. However, mechauical seeders 
which distribute seed evenly and in set 
amounts to the acre are cheap and by ail 
meaus should he used when it Is possible 
to secure them. Of mechanical seeders 
for small seed there are many different 
kinds, ranging from the wheelbarrow 
seeuer to the small seed at'achmenis lo 
main drills. The wbeelbarroM’ seeder is 
oue of the best of* these kinds for man 
use only. 

With clover, alfalfa, SMeet clover aud 
all the grass seeds, usually enough seed Is 
used to the acre for three or four good 
stands. If every seed took root aud giew 
m here it fell on the soil, there Mould he 
so many plants to the square yard that 
uone could grow Mall. They Mould stand 
so thickly that they would smother each 
other to death. Where mechauical seed- 
ers are used to distribute the seed uni- 
formly over the surface of the soil, much 
less seed per acre M ill be required. By 
using a mechauical seeder for unifoim 
distribution aud covering the seed me- 
cbauically, a saving of fully one-half of 
the seed cau be effected. 

A caked or swollen udder is a common 
occurrence during calving season It Is 
often caused by allowing the com to lie 
doMU on the ceiueut floor with not enough 
i tedding under her to keep her udder 
aitove the hard fioor m hereby it becomes 
orulsed or otherwise injured or congealed 
The quickest aud best remedy is to Mash 


the odder very thoroughly with clean hot 
water, then rub It well for fifteen or 
twenty mlnmes. The water shon'd be as 
hoi as the animal can stand Use plen’y 
of “Albow grease," the rubbing Is very 
Important. Usually, if the udder Is not 
caked badly, one rubbing Is sufficient to 
reduce the swelling.

edited by Washington Irving, and hav 
log been published attained a wide 
circulation Upon examining the 
manuscript referred to the custodian 
ot the Historical society was surprised 
and delighted to find that tt accounted 
tin Incident that occurred In the city 
ot New Amsterdam (afterward New 
York), during the administration <>< 
the old Dutch governor. I'etrus Stuy 
vesnnt. the Incident liavtug taken place 
ou the first ot January, a day given 
over by the New A msterda raers to 
making visits aud the consumption ot 
an Inordinate amount ot Schiedam 
schnapps 

Mr. Knickerbocker left the lude 
pendent Columbian hotel one day aud 
never returned, nor was be heard ot 
afterward. The custodian who received 
the desk aud the manuscript believes 
that tbe building being torn dowu eou 
stituted a part of the hotel, aud after 
Mr. Knickerbocker’s departure the 
desk was put away In a closet, which 
was ufterward bricked up; also that 
tbe author undoubtedly left the mnnu 
script In tbe drawer. 

The following Is a verbatim copy ot 
tbe original. It must have been writ- 
ten when the author was a young man: 

My cousin Katrina Ciansevoort Is a 
comely girl, and If 1 say It, who should 
not say It. Still I affirm that she is a 
comely girl. She Is four feet ten Inobea 
high, and her waist measure la ample 
When she Is dressed for a dance on 
tbe Bowling green, her hair put back 
from her forehead and held In a big 
braid and covered by a quilted cup; 
when she bits donned a dozen striped 
ilnsey woolse.v petticoats, wnteb. falling

March 3, 1890 after a great fall of snow 
tin* day before, iu the old town house then 
iu tiie woods, 02 1 voters gathered and by 
a vote of 315 to 300, established the policy 
of licensed saloons in Weymouth for that 
year. Its working out made a significant 
impression. One year was more than 
enough. March 2, 1891 with a total vote | 
more than 500 larger, the policy of license i 
was condemned hy over 200 majority and 
the plan of no license lias been iuvarying- 
ly followed now for 24 years. Weymouth 
has no use for saloons but it gets sleepy 
oftentimes. However let a license note 
be struck, aud the tow u notably wakes 
up. In my Weymouth experience, two 
instances uru marked. One, years ago, 
w hen license acting was reported at once 
the leading business men of the town 
joined In vlgarous appeal for No-License 
with Impressive result. The other In- 
stance Is tbe present starilug up of pro- 
nounced temperance sentiment all over 
the towu at the recent fallacious appeal 
for open saloons for the next five years 
Sucli license movements are sevilahle 
boomerangs. They Injure their own 
cause. 

Weymouth is certainly at least a No- 
License town but— aud this Is tha practl- 
tical poiut— at always takes actual votes 
to iusure the working fact. With only a 
few overoue half of t lie registered voters 
of the towu actually voting ou the ques- 
tion last year aud with less tliau one-third 
recorded for No-License, the majority of 
255 is uo safe guard in a town taking 
things for granted. But there is a decid- 
ed stir in the old tow u.

EAR DRUMS AND DROWNING. 

Why Good Swimmers May Meet Sud- 
den Death In the Water. 

Sudden death of swimmers lias nev- 
er been explained satisfactorily, but It 
is generally assumed that it is due to 
cramps that affect tlie respiratory mus- 
cles. The Medical Record says there 
is another theory that “lias never re- 
ceived tlie attention which It merits.” 
This is that cold water penetrating tlie 
ear sols up an Irrliatlon in tlie delicate 
passages of the inner ear. It cites an 
address delivered by l»r. Guettleli be- 
fore the Berlin Otologicnl society, in 
which he revived this theory. 

The irritation of tlie labyrinth of tli • 
Inner ear by cold water might cause 
sudden paralysis, Just ns n shock to it 
through a sharp blow* on the chin will 
cause a "knockout” The symptoms of 
the swimmer and the fighter nre sim- 
ilar. They can make motions, but can- 
not direct them; they may become tem- 
porarily unconscious. In the case of 
the swimmer, of course, drowning fol- 
lows unless some one helps him. 

The Medical Record says that persous 
with perforated ear drums nre those 
chiefly menaced by this accident, al- 
though It may occur to others. Aud 
this In spite of the fact that children 
with large perforations of the ear drum 
often swim nnd dive with impunity.

NAVAL PROBLEMS. 


How to Protect Warships From 
Mines and Torpedoes. 

CAN BOTTOMS BE ARMORED? 


Thit Is a Question That Can Be An- 
swered Only by Experiment and May 

Involve Radical Change* In Con- 

atruction Above the Water Line. 

The next departure iu the construc- 
tion of war vessels will be armoring 
their bottoms. The mines and the 
submarines have demonstrated that 
side armor and impenetrable turrets 
are of very small account when the 
bottom of a ship can be so easily 
pierced. 

The projtlem of protecting the l*ot- 
tom may look Insoluble, blit it cannot 
look more hopeless than the protection 
of the sides did fifty or sixty years 
ago. The Idea of getting enough nr 
mor upon the sides of a ship to afford 
| substantial protection looked Itnpossl 
blc to naval architects of two genera- 
tions ago. But bold Inventors and con- 
structors tried the experiment, and It 
succeeded. 

Then the guns were Increased in size 
In order to penetrate the thin armor 
of the day, ntid the naval constructors 
found It possible to add greatly to the 
thickness of the plntes, and successive 
improvements in the quality of the 
plntes were effected. 

The next step was to attack the 
! decks of war vessels by vertical fire, 
and the constructors Introduced pro- 
tective decks. Then the mine and the 
torpedo were perfected, nml the sub- 
marine vessel was invented, and now 
the problem is to protect war vessels 
below the water line. 

It may or it may not be possible to 
do tills, but tin* experiment will be I 
made, and It is as likely to succeed as 
some of the curlier experiments. Of j 
course, bottom minor would add great- 
ly to the weight of a vessel, but the i 
displacement can be Increased enough 
to give tlic necessary buoyancy. 

Besides, It may be worth while to 
take off some of the turret and side 
armor to save weight. Of course the 
stability of the ship would be increased 
If the heaviest plates were below the 
water line instead of above. The sides 
of a vessel ilo not present n very large 
target, and the protection of the bot- 
tom may be inii>ortniit enough to jus- 
tify a reduction in tlie protection of the 
sides. 

When the naval architects found it 
necessary to increase the thickness of 
the side armor they reduced the area 
to be protected to the vitals of a ship, 
the engine room and the principal bat- 
tery. The bow and stern could be shot 
to pieces and yet leave the central part 
of the ship Intact, with the motive 
power and the biggest guns. 

This principle may be carried still 
farther. Still less protection may be 
given the sides anil top of the “citadel, ’’ 
In order to give more to tlie bottom, 
which can bo attacked by an invisible 
enemy. The turrets are very - heavy 
and being placed high above the water, 
they arc where they have the greatest 
effect in impairing the vessel's stahil 
It.v. 

At tin* distances at which vessels 
usually light now the platforms outlie 
Idg guns present a very minute target: 
the chances of their being hit Is small; 
for the sake of protecting the bottom 
it may lie worth while to replace the 
massive turrets with light shields de- 
signed only to protect the gun crews 
; from small, rapid fire guns and frag- 
ments of shells, and put tlie weight 
where It will resist torpedoes and 
mines. 

It may be that no bottom will stand 
the explosion of a mine or u torpedo, 
but the next departure in battleship 
construction will test tills. The etllcaey 
of the suhtniii'lue has been demonstrat- 
; ed, and the present task of naval con- 
structors Is to devise protection from 
It.— I’liiladelpliia Record.

Thoy Don’t Like White Men and Wish 
Only to Be Let Alone. 

Many people In the northern slates 
are unaware that there dwells in the 
fastness of the I’loiida Everglades one 
of the most interesting and picturesque 
bands of American aborigines in the 
United States, known as the Seminole 
Indians, who are now as separate an I 
illstlnet from the white race as when 
Columbus llrst held mass on the shores 
(if Cubit. These are the remnants of 
the otto time mighty nation of the 
Scminnlcs, who defied the United 
States government for more t linn half 
n century nml persistently refused col- 
onization. 

While the numerous wars and forced 
emigration have reduced their numbers 
to a few hundred, their mode of living, 
dispositions and customs arc In many 
respects the same its when the haughty 
De Soto sailed Into Tampa lmy ill 15311. 

The Semlnoles live to themselves, 
avoiding contact with the white race 
as much as possible and seldom if 
ever taking whites into their confl- 
deneo, and on account of the almost 
Inaccessible nature of the country in 
which they live little is known of their 
intimate home life. Unlike the Indians 
of the west, they persistently decline 
any assistance from the government, 
saying in response to offers for their 
support, "We only wish to be let 
alone."— Cleveland Plain Dealer.

Afterward take a tray, also perfectly 
dry. and place It upon the glass in 
such a way that It shall preserve Its 
equilibrium. Finally take a sheet of 

1 taper slightly smaller than the tray, 
teat it and rub It rapidly with a brush, 
and it will become quickly electrlilcd. 
Then place it upon the tray. 

An electrical machine will tints have* 
been constructed without any expense. 
If the linger be brought near the tray 
a spark will appear. Tills spark will 
be so much the brighter and the series 
of sparks will be so much the longer in 
proportion as the glass and tray are 
drier. 

If. when the sparks are being drawn 
from the tray, the room in which (he 
experiment is performed lie darkened 
these sparki will appear extremely 
brilliant. — Dearson's Weekly.
